_ However, it is not the advent of 
the tractor that is blamed for the 
existence ofa horse shortage on 
farms today; the blame is laid on the 
war, which, with its extraordinary de- 
mands for crops and animals suited 
for human. foods, gave the farmers 
too. much to @o, in other lines, to al- 
low of their keeping up with their 
breeding of horses. -That the q@l- 
ity of the bulk of horses now owned 
on farms has improved, is generally 
admitted, and this fact is allawed to 
be, to some extent, responsible for 
the high price now being. paid for 
work-horses for city use. So at- 
tractive are these prices, in fact, that 
the farms have been almost denuded 
of horses suited for doing the farm 
work. The point is emphasized by 
breeders who are still in the game, 
that it will take as long as it takes 
a foal to dévelop into a work-horse, 
plus one year, to bring the horse 
stock of the country up to the re- 
quired number; that is, if breeding 
on a large scale is resumed at once. 
Enthusiasm for horse breeding is, 
however, checked to a large extent 
by the lack of importations, due to 
the extremely high cost of stallions 
in Great Britain. Horse breeding in 
Great Britain was wefl maintained 
during the war, but at abnormal ex- 
pense, which the British breeders are 
determincd to offset by sale of high 
class animals to the highest bidder.

Hail Insurance Board Strikes Prem- 
ium Rate 


CALGARY, Sept. 116—The reports 
presented to the Hail Insurance 
board at their regular meeting on 
September 115th and 16th, for the 
purpose of fixing the premium rate for 
this year, show that the Municipal 
Hail Insurance planwhas been anoth- 
er good year, and satisfactory increas- 
es are registered in every department. 

In 1919, the total area insured 
throughout the season, within the 
Hail Insurance District, was about 
1,600,000 aeres. This year over two 
million acres was insured in the same 
area. Last y@ar the acreage insured 
outside the Hail Insurance District 
was about 100,000 acres. This year it 
was 281,286 acres. Last year the 
maximum indemnity was $8.00 per ac- 
re. This year the maximum raised to 
$10.00 per acre and over eighty per 
cent. of the insurance was written at 
the the maximum amount. fast year 
the total amount of insurance carried 
was about 13,300,000. This year the 
total insurance carried was over $21,- 
000,000 an increase af: over 60 per 
cent. 

The total number of claims this 
year is practically the same as last 
year, a little over 1000, But on ac- 
count of the higher indemnity and 
July 26 entailed a loss of about $300,- 
000. All claims of the year have been 
adjusted except five that came in this 
morning from a storm on September 
8th north of Edmonton. 

The premium rate was fixed by the 
board at 6 per cent. This will be 36 
cents per acre where the crop was in- 
sured for $6.48 cents an acre where 
the insurance was $8 and 60 cts per 
acre where insured at $10 per acre. 
The premium will pay the losses, the 
cost of administration and will enable 
the board to set aside a su>stantial 
sum on their reserve, to be added to 
the $110.000 set aside last year and 
which is now invested In provincial 
bonds. In spite of the fact that wag- 
es and salaries have increased that 
the price of printing and all office sup- 
plies is much higher than last year 
the total awards are about $850,000 as 
compared with $504.000 last year. 

It was decided to hold a_ special 
meeting of the representatives of the 
Hail Insurance District to be held in 
Calgary at the same time and place 
that the annual convention of the Ru- 
ral municipalities which is expected to 
be somewhere about November 25th. 
This special meeting will be for the 
purpose of considering amendments to
